Arkansas and Maine Will 
Consider Re-Organization 


National Institute of Public Administration of New 


York Has Made Surveys for Both States— 


To Decide in January 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark.-^P)—The Leg- 


islatures of Arkansas and Maine next 
month will consider almost identical 
recommendations 
for governmental 


re-organization. 


The same agency—the National In- 


stitute of Public Administration of 
New York—made surveys for both 
states. 


The main differences in the recom- 


mendations concern the highway de- 
partments and the number of govern- 
ments. In Maine, the institute recom- 
mended a reduction in the number of 
Legislators, but no change was pro- 
posed in Arkansas. 


In each case, the survey was order- 


ed by the governor—Harvey Parnell 
in Arkansas, and William Tudor Gar- 
diner of Maine. 


The institute proposed consolidation 


of the more than 100 departments and 
boards in Maine into nine administra- 
tive departments, and 
merging of 


practically the same number of de- 
partments and boards nin 
Arkansas 


into twelve departments. 


The Arkansas highway setup was 


found practical and fairly efficient; 
but in Maine, "the present situation

A 4-10-4 
was applied at the rate of 200, 400, 600 
and i.OOO pounds per acre and pro- 
duced, a net profit of 56.91, $7.78, $11.24, 
$12.44 and $14.57, respectively. A com- 
plete fertilizer analying 4 per cent 
phosphoric acid and 4 per cent potash 
is apparently .the most promising. 
While as much as 1,000 pounds of 4-10- 
4 fertilizer can be profitably used, re- 
sults indicate that 400 pounds per acre 
of 4-10-4 would be a safer practice 
from year to year in this section, Mr. 
Ware states.
